(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 
Reserved judgment was delivered in the 


construction summons which was brought 


by John Greene, of Cave, . Bally- 
haunis, as executor of the will of the late 
Austin Freeley, | of Carrowreagh, Bally- 
haunis, against Mrs. Kate Freeley, who re- 
sides in New Ydrk, and other relatives of 
the late Austin Hreeley. 

The plaintiff asked the Court to construe 
the will of the late Austin Freeley, and to 
determine who were entitled to a bequest im 
it of £500 each, “To my two nieces in 
America,’’ there being only one niece of the 
testator alive in America at the date of the 
will, although there were three grand-nieces ; 
what premises wére included in the bequest 
of ‘The post pffice, Ballyhaunis’’; and 
whether the resifluary bequest extended to 
any of the testatpr’s grand-nieces. 

Mr. Justice Meredith, in the course of his 
judgment, said that the late Austin Freeley 
oer gaye fact, only one niece in America, 
Kate Freeley, bat she had two daughters 
living at the time of his death—namely, 
Mary and Winifted Freeley. He had had 
another niece in America, Margaret Jennings, 
but she had predeceased him by a number 
of years. Margaret Jennings, however, left 
a daughter, Annie Jennings, living at the 
date of his death. The question then was 
whether from one niece and three grand- 
nieces, two persons could be selected answer- 
ing exclusively |to the description: ‘‘ My 


two nieces in America.” Obviously, there 


was a latent ambiguity, and the selection, 
if it could be made at all, could be made 
only on the strength of extrinsic evidence, 
which, of course; was admissible to clear up 
the ambiguity. | 

He considered |that the evidence definitely 
ruled out the possibility that the testator 
intended to refer to Annie Jennings as one 


ef the “Two nieces in America,” and that : 


there were really no persons to whom the 
expression could refer but the two daughters 
of Kate Freeley, of whom the testator fre- 
quently spoke in conjunction as “‘the two 
girls in Americd,’’ an expression as to the 
meaning of which there was no doubt on the 
evidence. He had no hesitation in holding 
that the expregsion “My two nieces in 
‘America ” referred to these two grand-nieces, 
Mr. Justice Meredith further held that the 
premises included in the bequest, “The post 
office, Ballyhauriis,’’ were the post office pre- 
mises only, and not the small plot at the rear; 
and that the residuary bequest did not extend 
to any of the testator’s grand-nieces.

PONY'S LEG BROKEN 


MONAGHAN APPEAL 


(BEFORE MRA. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND 
MR. JUSTICE HANNA.). 


An appeal brought by the defendant was 
heard from a decision of Circuit Judge 
Sheehy at Castleblayney, in an action in 
which Patrick /McConnon, Lisnakenny, Mon- 
aghan. claimed idamages from Moses Breaden. 
Descart, Carrickmacross for the loss of a 
foal, which had to be killed, as a result of 
being kicked by a pony, the property of the 
defendant, while grazing on he lands of 
Drummond... {Judge Sheehy awarded the 
plaintiff £9 damages, and the appeal by the 
defendant waa. from the decision, on the 
grounds tha; there was no evidence to show 
that it was the defendant’s pony that kicked 


the foal and chused the injury as a result of 


which the foal]. had to be shot. 

The plaintiff's foal, it was stated, was 
grazing with gther animals in a field which 
the plaintiff ‘rented from a man named 
McKetterick. |The defendant’s pony strayed 
into the field! at night; and next morning 
the foal, whith was being kept for stud 
purposes, was|found with a broken leg. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan, announcing the 
decision of the Court upholding the appeal 
and dismissing the action with costs, said 
that there was not a shred of evidence to 
show that thá defendant’s pony kicked the 
piaintiff’s foal;

On October llth last he came in with an 
evening paper and said that there was an 
advertise.nent in it to which he wished to 
reply. He dictated to her a letter addressed 
to a Box No in the paper. In a day or two 
afterwards someone rang up and asked to 
speak to Mr. Myers. He came to the ’phone 
and tola the person to make arrangements 
to meet him at the auditor’s (Jackson, Meek 
ang Co.) office Later Wheeler rang up and 
told witness to tell Myers to “bring up the 
black covered book, as he wanted it for the 
pala of an interview with a man named 
eynolds ”” On October 18th Myers and 
Reynolds came into the office. Myers said to 
Reynolds ‘‘Can you not give me a cheque 
now?” Reynolds replied—' No, I have not 
sá cheque book with me, or that much cash.” 
yers then asked Reynolds to make out a 
cheque on a blank piece of paper, and he 
did so. Witness saw Reynolds drawing a 
cheque for £250 and handing it to Myers. 
They then left: the office together. Myers 
came back in about half an hour and said 
to witness: “Isn't he” (meaning Reynolds) 
“a soft man to part with money so easily.” 
Witness said she thought that that money 
would get Myers into trouble, but he replied : 
| your own business,” Later Myers 
told her that Reynolds was coming in as 
book-keeper and that she would be typist, but 
after he told her that he did not want him

THE STATE'S (ASE 


Mr. Maguire, the prosecuting council, 
outlined the State case. The offences with 
which the .ccused men were charged, he 
said, arose out of an occurrence at the home 
of Daniel McAllen, in North Clare. About 
9 o'clock on the evening of Saturday, 
November órd, while the McAllen family 
were settling down for day, and were 
gathered around the fireside, footsteps were 
heard quica!y approaching the house. The 
door was burst open, and two men entered. 
One carried a shotgun, while the other had 


from the shotgun, followed by a shot from 
the revolver. Daniel McAllen, who was 
accompanied by his wife and brother, and 
his seven-year-old son, was struck by the 
bullets, one of which hit his leg, the other 
lodging in the upper portion of his body. 
The latter bullet caused a terrible wound, 
which endangered his life for a long period. 

Counsel described the positions of the 
McAllen family as they sat around the fire. 
Daniel McAllen was seated with his back to 
the door, facing the fire. His little son was 
sitting on his knee. He turned to see who 
were the intruders, and on seeing them, he 
crouched low, just as the shots were fired. 
Had he not done so, he would have received 
them in a more yital part. Michael McAllen 
tried to get round the corner of the room, 
but he also was fired at. The men with the 
guns shouted ‘“‘Hands up,” and muttered 
something else. When they had fired the 
shots, they rushed out of the house im- 
mediately. 

Michael McAllen then dashed out for assist- 
ance, while his brother Daniel lay in a pool

LITIGATION 


Counsel said that one of the accused men 
lived next door to the McAllens, and there 
had been a great deal of trouble between the 
families, which had resulted in cases at Petty 
Sessions and later in the District Court. 
Threats had been made against Daniel 
McAllen by a large number of people, but the 
feud had spent itself more or less harmlessly 
up to that case, The defence was an alibi— 
that. the accused men had been playing cards 
elsewhere at the time of the attack. The 


alii had been manufactured before the attack 
had taken place. 

Daniel McAilen described the occurrence as 
set out by prosecuting counsel, and added 
that the man had a mask on his face. ‘‘ But,” 
said the witness, “ as he fired he shook his 
head and I saw his face. It was the face 
of Martin Murray.” 

The witness said that the second man who 
had the revolver was McNamara, for he re- 
c him by his voice. The witness fell 
at the second shot, and McNamara fired at 
Ml. MeAllen. In October last M-rray passed 
by where the witness was making hay, and 
told the witness that his life was nearly at 
an end. 

Both of the defendants declined to cross- 
examine. : 

MI. McAllen, brother of the previous wit- 
ness, describing the raid, said that when the 
two men came in they had high hats on 
them and they wore masks. Martin Murray 
fired a shot at Daniel McAllen with the shot- 
gun, and immediately afterwards McNamara 
fired at Daniel with a revolver. Daniel fell 
wounded. Witness, continuing, said that 
Martin Murray. declared, ‘Take that, now!” 
McNaonara fired at witness, but missed him. 

The witness possitively identified the two 
accuse. men as those who had raided the 
house and shot his brother. He recognised 
the overcoats (exhibited) as those worn by 
the two accused men on the night of the 


The accused men declined to cross-examine, 


WOMAN'S EVIDENCE 


Nora McAllen, wife of Daniel, said that 
the men wore black masks and cardboard 
hats. She had recognised the man Murray 
immediately before the first shot was fired, 
as the mask fell from his face. 

The agcvsed men did not cross-examine. 

Dr. T. FE. O'Connor, Medical Officer of 
Raheen Hospital, said that Daniel McAllen 
had been a patient in the hospital. When 
admitted he was suffering from a disabled 
wrist and a lacerated wourd on the left side. 
In his opinion the wounds: were cavsed by 
gunshot. For six weeks McAllen’s life was 
in danger, 


A CARD GAME 


Sergeant H. J Brunner said that on the 
night of the occurrence he went to McAllen’s, 
and later visited the home of Murray, one 
of the accused men. Murray was in bed. 
The witness said that he was making in- 
quiries concerning the wounding of Daniel 


made a statement, which the witness took 
down. When asked to sign the statement 
Murray said '' No,” and when asked if it 
were correct he replied, “Tt could be.” In 
the statement Murrdy said that he met Jack 
McNamara about 6 p.m., and they proceeded 
to the residence of James Broderick, where 
they arrived about 7 p.m. Others having 
entered the house, they started to play cards 
at 8.50 p.m., and did not conclude the game 
until 10.45, 

The case for the State had not concluded

Ever since 
then I have sympathised with the. Bad 
Samaritans.

I've 
assisted one or two over-refreshed revellers 
home in my ‘time, not always with so 
immaculately clear a conscience, but when 
I come on one who looks as if he will need 
to be oxtercogged I pass by on: the other 
side. 


From Dublin to Hong Kong 


Everybody has heard of the Belvedere 
Newsboys’ Club. This is an institution 
maintained by the Father, Old Boys: and 
students of Belvedere College for the 
benefit of poor lads. Its splendid work— 
spiritual, charitable, educational—owes 
more than can be measured to Father Tom 
Ryan, 8.J., a scholarly young priest, who 
has travelled the world, speaking most of 
the great European languages. The news- 
boys of Dublin regard Father Tom as one 
of their chief friends. 

To-day, however, they regard him from 
afar; for he lives now in Hong Kong, a 
Jesuit missionary to China. He has 
mastered the Chinese language, in a year’s 
stay up-river, and now is posted to the 
city, where he edits The Rock, a religious 
monthly magazine, full of interesting read- 
ing, presented in admirable technique,

From the latest number of The*Rock I 
see that the Roman Catholic population 
of China is estimated at ‘2,702,468. 
During the last year, there were 82,145 
conversions from paganism, an increase of 
18 per cent. on the previous year. The 
present year is expected to see a vigorous 
increase in missionary endeavour; for it 
is the 1,300th year since the Nestorians 
first carried Christianity to China, and 
workers in that field are reminded of the 
relatively small proportion of people in 
China who, after so long, have been won 
for the Christian faith. I seesthat the 
Roman Missal has been published in 
Chinese—a ‘volume of 1,300 . pages. 
Another edition gives Chinese and Latin 
texts side by side. 


Real Radio Enthusiasts 


Citizens of a country where the radio 
programme is confined almost solely to a 
few hours ig the evening are in a position 
to salute those in continental countries, 
particularly in Germany, who can use 
their radio receivers from 5 o’clock in the 
morning until 1 o’clock the next morning. 
And not only are the transmitting stations 
working for twenty hours daily; they are 
transmitting all kinds’ of material for 
which people in this country would 
probably find little use. Berlin, for 
example, begins its daily routine with 
gymnastic exercises at 5.15 a.m., and can 
listen to a concert from 5.30 to 7.15. At 
half-past 7 they may ‘hear a stirring 
address, after they have received the first 
“news.” Listening to a sonata in E flat 
minor before 8 o’clock in the morning 
and a women’s madrigal choir immediately 
after 8 o’clock is hardly likely to appeal 
to Irish radio enthusiasts; nor do I believe 
that a gardening talk about the same time 
would attract many to tune in. Perhaps 
Athlone is right in confining its pro- 
grammes to mid-day and evening—that 
suits the national temperament—but 
during other hours the ‘national 
culture’’ may be debased by others.

PAPER on “Fire Insurance” was 
A read by Mr. R. G. Sheriff, F.8.1., at 
a meeting of the Chartered Surveyors’ 
Institution, 110 Grafton street, Dublin, last 
night. Mr. F. D. Shortall, P.A.S.1., presided. 
eople, said Mr, Sheriff, ought to know 
more about insurance than they do. There 
were no secrets in insuran¢ée, but many 
questions in regard to it were not covered 
‘by direct authority, and might be’ regarded 
as open. This was. langely the work of the 
arbitration clause, egal decisions on 
marine cases largely governed those in relation 
to fire losses.

took, for an a , ‘puiisidatation. the

damage by fire to an agreed amount, Having 
defined the rules covering the determination

of whether the loss was caused by fire, Mr. 
Sheriff considered the case in which the fire 
is lighted for ordinary purposes. lf the fire 
was fulfillmg the purpose for which it was 
lighted and something was damaged without 
ee ignited, the damage was not, strictly 
peaking, covered, If, however, the fire 
broke its bounds and caused ignition outside 
its grate or furnace there was at once-a loss 
by fire within the meaning of the contract. 
Also, if something which was not intended 
to be burned fell or was thrown into the fire 
there was loss by fire. That these things 
had never been legally decided was probably 
due to the liberality of the companies. 

In insurance the word “‘fire’’ was used in 
its popular sense, and did not mean chemical 
action. Only when ignition took place was 
damage by lightning a loss by fire. In order 
that the insured might recover it was not 
necessary that the insured property be burned 
or damaged by the fire; it was sufficient if 
fire were the proximate cause of loss, 

Policies generally mentioned that damage 
or loss by fire from certain catsés was not 
covered by the contract, but if the fire were 
caused by or for the insured all benefit was 
forfajt. 3 

Having outlined the duties of the insured in 
a case of fire, Mr. Sheriff said that the basis 
of compensation was the market value of the 
property at the date of the fire. No one 
was in law supposed to make a profit out 
of a fire, and any other system of compensa- 
tion than that which. was legally provided by 
the policies. would be. contrary .to public 
policy. Exaggeration in a claim might. reach 
a point where it would merge into fraud, 
when all benefit would be forfeit. It had 
been held that one fraudulent item vitiated a 
whole claim. 


ARBITRATION 


Where differences arose arbitration was the 
means for settling them. The decision of an 
arbitration tribunal was final and binding on 
all contracting parties, and the making of an 
award was a condition precedent to any right 
of action against the company. An appeal 
to the court could be taken on a point of law 
only, but the upsetting of such an award was 
a very rare occurrence. People had occasion- 
ally moved by writ to the High Court, but 
the Court invariably granted a stay or set 
aside the motion, The percentage of cases 
or went to arbitration was extremely 
small. 

Mr. Sheriff dealt with the doctrine of sub- 
rogation, which, he said, rested on the 
principle that the insured person under a 
fire insurance policy was entitled to no more 
than indemnity against loss. The right of 


“subrogation existed. but did not arise until 


the company had paid. Mr. Sheriff gave 
instances of the. principle. 

In regard to adequate or inadequate in- 
surance, there was the question of average 
clause, which meant that if at the time of 
the fire the value of the property damaged 
was greater than the sum insured, then the 
policy-holder had to bear his own share. The 
solution was to insure up to the full value. 

In conclusion, Mr, Sheriff said that mutual 
benefits must be conferred by consultations 
between architects and surveyors and in- 
Surance companies. 

A discussion followed the’ paper, and Mr. 
Sheriff answered a number of questions from 
the members.

- the Attorney-General requiring him 
to show cause why the balance of the Agri- 
cultural Grant in relief of rates withheld 
from the County Council for the financial 
“year ending March 51 last should not be paid 
over. 

The contention of the County Council is 
that the Government have no power to with- 
hold any portion of the grant because cer- 
tain land annuities have not been paid. It 
is pointed out that the law under the Land 
Ac$ of 1891 guaranteed dividends and sink- 
ing fund payments, and that, now that the 
Government has taken over the payment of 
these moneys, they cannot recoup themselves 
at the expense of the local rates. : 

The County Council asks for a declaration 
that, on the true construction of the Land 
Purchase Acts, deficiencies in the Purchase 
Annuities Fund or the Land Purchase Ac- 
counts arising in consequence of the non-

The capacity of the people to bear 
these burdens was being reduced year by 
year, and £300,000 was raised by Excise duty 
on the killing of pigs during the year, which 
was not estimated for by the Minister for 
Finance when dealing with his Budget.

The MINISTER FOR AGRICULTURE 
(Dr. RYAN), lying, «said that the total 
expenditure w be between £15,000 and 
£16,000. So far as the Departmept of Agri- 
culture was concerned, the amount it would 
have to bear would be about £3,000. The 
administrative expenses of the two Boards to 
be set up would be between £4,000 and 
£5,000 for each Board, These Boards would 
carry out certain experiments and research 
work. Receipts’ ond” expenditure by the 
Board might be regarded as a Stabilisation 
Fund. he Excise duty on bacon exports 
did not give the Minister for Finance any 
additional income, so far as his Budget fore- 
cast. was: concerned; for he had already 
allocated what he estimated for in his Budget 
for expenditure on export bounties. The 
amount he received was a good deal less 
than £300.000, and was certainly not 
£250,000. The Excise duty would probably 
be got rid of altogether, and the Minister for 
Finance had no intention of continuing it 
for Revenue purposes. He could not give 
an estimate of what the Jevy would be: for 
the stabilisation fund. It would ‘depend 
entirely on the relative prices of pigs and 
bacon heré and in Great Britain. e did 
not see that it would have any great effect 
on: the producer, because the idea was to 
collect the levy at times when the bacon- 
curer paid more, and to pay out from the 
fund ‘when the curer was paying less—in 
other words, to regularise the position. 

In reply to Mr. BRENNAN (U.I1., Ros- 
common), the MINISTER said that the buyer 
could deduct the levy to the Pig Board from 
the price paid, but would have. to contribute 
to the Bacon Board. 


POSITION OF THE INDUSTRY 


Mr. BELTON said that they were setting 
up an organisation for the pig trade, and the 
very limited estimate of cost by the Minister 
was £16,000, plus £5,000 each for the two Boards 
and £1,000 for research. These sums totalled 
£27,000, which would have to be borne by 
the industry, and, in doing. this, the industry 
would have to produce so efficiently as 10 
bring in a return yielding these extra charges 
and something more to stabilise the industry. 
He thought that the expenditure would te 
nearer to £50,000. 

The resolution was agreed to.

On the report stage oí the Milk and Dairies 
Bill, 1984, : 

A Government amendment was adopted to 
the effect that milk supplied to an emplové 
under a contract of service shall not be 
deemed to have been sold. 'Thus the farmer 
is exempted from registration. 

Mr. BELION (Ind., Dublin County), deal- 
ing with the amendment concerning milk 
supplies te creameries, said that it was hinted 
that pasteusising might be a substitute for 
clean milk. Would the Parliamentary Secre- 
tary say if it was intended that pasteurising 
would be a substitute for legislation for 
clean milk production. 

Dr. ROWLETTE (Ind., Dublin Univer- 
sity) asked if creameries were to have 
immunity from inspection. 


CREAMERY LICENCES 


Dr. WARD, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Minister tor Loeal Government and Public 
Health, said that creameries must be licensed 
as producers of pasieurised milk, and they 
would be subject to the same restrictions as 
any other producer, 

Mr: BELTON said that the real answer 
of the Partiamentary Secretary was that 
asteurisatiun was’? substitute for legislation, 
ecause creameries could only. have a 
pasteurising licence. The report of the Milk 
Commission in Great Britain stated “ that 
pasteurising is not and never can be a sub- 


.stitute for clean milk presecties, and the 


same care®should, therefore, be exercised in 
the production of. milk that is to be heat 
tested, as 1s required in the production of 
milk that is to be sold in its raw condition.” 
The Minister knew that, except for the grad- 
ing of milk, there was nothing in that bill 
which he had not the power to do at present. 

The amendment war agreed to, Mr, Belton 
dissenting. 

On the motion of Dr. Ward, a new sub- 
section was introduced preventing the re- 
registration, without the consent of the 
Minister, of apy person whose registration 
has been cancelled. Another sub-section 
provided that three convictions in relation to 
the sale of milk within a period of five years 
shall incur the cancellation of the registra- 
tion hy the sanitary authority, which shall 
not re-register such person, without the cun- 
sent of the Minister, during the period 
of one year from the date of the last. of 
such convictions. 


SUGGESTED SAFEGUARDS 


Dr. ROWLETTE (Ind., Dublin University) 
moved for a new sub-section as follows :'— 

“Tí a person who has had access to milk 
sold by a dairyman has been, for a period 
exceeding forty-eight hours, unable owing to 
illness to carry out his ordinary occupation, 
and if he has not been examined by a 
qualified medical practitioner, and if he shall 
subsequently be found to be suffering from 
one of the diseases to which this part of this 
Act applies, the dairyman shall be considered 
to have failed to exercise ordinary care.” 

The PARLIAMENTARY SECRETARY 
(Dr. Ward) said that the amendment would 
impose too great responsibility on the dairy- 
man. There were ample safeguards in other 
sections of the bill, and the onus was on the 
employé. 
The amehdment was withdrawn. 
Dr. ROWLETTE then moved for a new 
sub-section :'— 
. “If any animal has appeared to be ill or 
has failed to eat her usual food for a period 
exceeding forty-eight hours, or? has: yielded 
milk which was abnormal in colour or econ- 
sistency, such animal shall be presumed«to 
be suffering from one of the diseases to which 
this part of this Act applies unless she has 
been examined by a qualified veterinary “sur- 
geon and has been certified by him not to be 
suffering from one of these diseases,” 
The PARLIAMENTARY SECRETARY 
said that the amendment was altogether too 
drastic, and would involve the dairyman in 
very considerable expense. 
The amendment was withdrawn.

Ogden sought probate of the will of her

The jury’s verdict declared the will to be 
a solemn legal document, and quite valid. It 
was stated that under the terms of the will 
the woman left £1,000 to be divided equally 
among five children, and the remainder cf 
the property to Eva absolutely. 

Mrs. eden left £16,898, largely in small 
house property, and after her death £19,900 
in notes was found in an old rusty safe in 
the cellar of her house. 

The defendants, Joseph Lofthouse Ogden, 
of Bray, County Wicklow ; Herbert Ogden, 
of Shipley, and Mrs. Alice Jowett, cf 
Shipley, alleged that at the time of making 
the will their mother was not of sound mind, 
memory and understanding.

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Realities 


President de Valera took advantage of 
the Senate debate on the fifth stage af the 
Citizenship Bill yesterday to déliver 
another of his favourite harangues on the 
relations between the Irish Free State and 
Great Britain. Years and decades nay 
pass. Empires may rise and fall, The 
whole map of Europe may be changed ; but 
President de Valera clings firmly to the 
| rock of the Republic, on which he-sought 
an uneasy refuge thirteen years ago. His 
speech yesterday might have been made in 
Earlsfort terracé during the Treaty de- 
bates. He has learned nothing and for- 
gotten nothing ‘since those fateful days. He 
admits, surprisingly enough, that the 
Treaty, which was accepted by . Dáil 
} Fireann in 1922, and was ratified at two 
subsequent general elections, has done less 
mischief than he had anticipated. Since 
the Imperial Conference of 1926, indeed, a 
certain amount of constitutional progress 
has been made—so much the President is 
willing, albeit somewhat grudgingly, to 
concede. He insists, however, that the 
people of this island still. are enchained. 
The Treaty was signed under duress— 
under the threat of ‘‘ immediate and 
terrible war.’’ Thirteen years have passed, 
and the people of this country—although 
they welcomed the Treaty with enthusiasm 
and returned the pro-Treaty party to power 
on two occasions—still are groaning under 
a foreign yoke. Their ports are occupied 
by foreign. forces: their territory is parti- 
tioned. According to President de Valera 
they are little better than helots ; although 
we may remind him that it is not so very 
long ago since he went to Geneva as head 
of a sovereign State, and presided with 
considerable success over the Council of 
the League of Nations. In these circum- 
| stances, it is the height of absurdity to 
talk, even by implication, of the exercise 
of British tyranny. The people of this 
country are as free as any other people 
in the world. 

Does President de Valera really want a 
Republic? If so, he ought to declare it, 
because nobody in the British Common- 
wealth outside this country would care 
two straws if the twenty-six counties 
should secede to-morrow. Everybody in 
Ireland, however, knows well that he docs 
not want & twenty-six county Republic. If 
he wants a Republic at all—and his plaint 
about the “ strait jacket ’’ has not yet 
been forgotten—he wants it for the whole 
of Ireland; and he is quite safe if he 
continues to press for this solution, since 
he knows that it is utterly impossible. In 
his speech yesterday the President 
declared that the Irish people should be 
given the cpportunity—‘‘ by plebiscite or 
otherwise ’’—to determine their future 
relationship with Great Britain and the 
Commonwealth. We wish that it were 
possible to take him at his word. Does 
the President really believe that, if a 
referendum of the whole Irish people, 
including the inhabitants of Northern 
Ireland, should be taken, there would be 
a majority in favour of a Republic—or 
even of his own rather nebulous theory of 
‘‘ external association ” with the British 
Commonwealth? We should be very much 
surprised if a plebiscite in the Free State 


and, if the people of Northern Ireland 
were included, we venture to say that 
there would be a huge majority in favour 
of unqualified membership of the Common- 
wealth. President.de Valera seems to be 
living in a dream-world of his own. What 
does the small farmer in Mayo or 
Monaghan care about the presence of a 
few British destroyers in Lough Swilly or 
Cove Harbour? Are the Spanish people 
under the Saxon heel because British 
forces occupy the Rock of Gibraltar? We 
admit freely that partition is an unmiti- 
gated curse; but who is responsible for 
it? But for President de Valera’s civil 
war of 1922, the border might have been 
abolished long ago, and a united Ireland 
might have occupied a proud place to-day 
among the free nations of the Common- 
wealth. 

President de Valera and many .other 
‘spokesmen of Fianna Fáil speak of the 
relations between this island and Great- 
Britain as if the history of Ireland had 
begun in 1916. Yesterday the President 
compared Britain with Japan, and spoke 
as if Ireland had been an independent 
State until the cruel British dictated the 
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thing as an Irish I-epu 
df facto, We do not suggest

‘Dublin’s Rates | 


The Dublin City Manager’s recom- 
mendation of a civic rate of 15s. 74d. in 
the pound has come as a pleasant surprise 
to the citizens, who almost have ceased to 
expect any reduction in their cost of 
living. The new rate represents a decrease 
of 94d. in the pound in the old city area 
and of 113id. for residents in the Rath- 
mines and Pembroke districts. These 
decreases, Mr. Sherlock explains, have 
been rendered posstble by a considerable 
decline in the demands of the Dublin 
Board of Assistance—presumably, as a 
result of the Government's recent act for 
the relief of destitution; and he issues a 
warning that the decline may not be per- 
manent, but that an increased demand 
may be anticipated for next year. Next 
year, however, is twelve months distant: 
the important fact is that this year rates 
are to be lower. They are still too high 
| for the services that Dublin gets in return 
for them; public lighting and public 
paving, for example, are by no means 
so satisfactory as they ought to be, and 
one may be pardoned the thought that a 
city which pays a rate of 15s. 74d. in the 
pound ought not to suffer from any 
shortage of water. At the same time, the 
reduction is a good sign. Since the Com- 
missioners left, ratepayers in the old city 
area have not been let off so lightly, and 
we must hope that, in spite of the 
Manager’s caution, the level will continue 
to decline. There are some things, of 
course, on which no citizen will expect 
the Corporation to save money. Housing 
is one of them. Dublin has made a good 
start on her housing problem, but it will 
be a long time yet before she can claim 
to have made a real impression on it, and 
her citizens must be prepared to foot. a 
heavy bill until the last slums will have 
disappeared. It is urgent, moreover, that 
a determined effort should be made to 
improve the city’s water supply. Appeals 
to save water, followed by threats, have 
become a regular feature of the spring 
season; and it has become evident that 
the existing supply is not merely unable 
to cope with a season of drought, but, as 
a result of the city’s growing population, 
is unable to provide the demand of a 
normal summer. To economise on these 
matters would be an unsound policy. The 
Corporation must carry on with its 
business of re-housing and with the pro. 
vision of an ample water supply, even if 
the ratepayers suffer. There are many 
other departments of the city’s administra- 
tion in which, as the régime of the Com- 
missioners proved, economies might be 
made with ease, but housing and water 
are vital services which must not be 
neglected on the ground of expense. The 
City Manager’s report observes that several 
million pounds will be needed for these 
purposes. They will not be grudged,

Naturally, the 
Belgian trader will have a distinct ad- 
vantage; for the price paid to him—in 
pounds—will. be less than the price paid 
before the belga fell, and the British 
buyers will find it more profitable to trade 
with him than with Northern Ireland. 
The Ulster flax-merchants are well aware 
of the danger, and already have taken 
steps to avert it.

AN IRISH SETTLEMENT

TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISIL TIMES. 
Sirn,—Lhe letter. from me which you 


published on New Year's Day was a private 
essay, written in half an hour and not 
revised. Some critics who profess to see a 
party statement in it are mistaken. My aim 
was to see if our far-diverging policies in 
Ireland could be reconciled in any ~ ossible 
frame, and I threw out a series of impersonal 
suggestions. I ask critics to regard what 
I wrote solely as private ideas, put forward 
as debating matter. 

The idea of a federation of the world in 
pyramid of groups, as a way to peace, is 
my own theory; fad, perhaps; but an unfree 
nation cannot give thought to world politics. 
The thing that [ wanted to see examined 
is this: Can a sovereign Ireland, reaching 
umity by federation, and gratifying the 
minority by a free, terminable association 
with Britain, be attained here and now, and 
would it be accepted by the seemingly 
irreconcilable parties ? 

The Dail of 1921 agreed to negotiate an 
association, This was done solely in order 
to bring the minority with us. It was 
acceptable only if the sovereignty of all- 
Ireland remained: Dominion status regards 

e States as parts of a unit, deriving their 
iberty from it, and that is a deriial of 
sovereignty. so Dominion status will not 
suffice. We must have indisputable sovereignty 
if we are to reach a final peace. Moreover, 
there must be no external check on that 
sovereignty, as there would be under 
Grattan’s dual monarchy, which was sup- 
posed, erroneously, to yield a sovereign 
status, 

The minority would not find the nation 
ungenerous, if it stated a cuse for this or 
that; but, if it stands with Mr, Copeland- 
Trimble in the resolve to frustrate the 
deepest desires of the race, it bas no claim 
to consideration, and must Waste away like 
the old Pale. I seldom met a patriot who 
would not go far to reconcile the minorit 
and carry it with us into the future whic 
we desire for Ireland. The minority, how- 
ever, cannot dictate, if there is to be peace 
at home and friendship with our neighbour. 
It must state its case, and not require the 
nation to state a case for it. The nation’s 
duty ia ended when it provides equal liberties 
or all, 

Pending the arrival of a Sovereign all- 
Ireland Goveriment, either by an agreed 
scheme such as * tried to get folk to work 
out, er by the progress of inevitable history, 
we have to put up with defective institutions. 
| The will of the nation, expressed through 
those institutions, ought to be obeyed, even 
where there are faults in what is done. As 
| long as our rulers work towards the recovery 
of all-Ireland’s freedom, they ought to be 
supported—certainly not impeded. Someone 
must lead, someone must rule, and it should 
be the nation’s choice.

Mr. Anthony Eden, having concluded 
his visit to Poland, left Warsaw this 
evening for Czechoslovakia, whose capital, 
Prague, is the scene of his fourth confer- 
ence. It appears unlikely that Mr. Eden 
has fared very well in Warsaw—though 
the talkn are stated to have fulfilled their 
pu ince he has received nothing 
definite in regard to the Eastern Pact. 
All the talks have been devoted to giving 
and receiving information on the position 
of Europe, but the only conclusion reached 
was that it was desirable to maintain close 
contact with regard to future develop- 
ments. Mr. Eden’s visit to Prague will 
be short: he will leave it to-morrow and 
will come|to.

The Stresa Conference begins to-morrow 
week, and will continue for three days. 
The British delegation is not likely to be

Macdonald may lead the British delega- 
tion in| person. Otherwise the chief 
Britis delegates will be Sir John Simon 
end Mr. Anthony Eden.

Frenth Gold Coins 


The French Government's determination 
to put gold coins into circulation again is 
taken in the City of London as a gesture to 
assure French citizens that there will be 
no new devaluation. Some people. are 
sceptical about the date of a new issue and 
the quantity of coins available, and wonder 
if steps will be taken to make the circula- 
tion of the coins purely internal. New gold 
coins will attract buyers from all parts of 
the world, and they certainly will not lack 
appeal to the gold hoarder, particularly 
among the French peasantry. In every 
country there is a decided preference for 
gold coins, but it is declining gradually. 
When the price of the sovereign rose after 
this country left the gold standard about 
£10,000,900 in sovereigns and _half- 
sovereigns came out of the pockets of 
British people, and has never returned ; 
but most of the people‘ who parted with 
their gold at that time would welcome a 
return of the gold coin. The French Mint, 
ib is estimated, can only strike some 
1,000,000,000 francs (£12,500,000) worth 
of gold coin yearly Authorisation to mint 
gold dates from 1928, and a certain number 
of.coins bearing the winged head of the 
Republic on one side, and an olive branch, 
an jear of wheat and a branch of oak 
against the rays of the sun on the reverse, 
has been struck already. Actually, how- 
ever, the only ones in circulation have been 
presented to the Sultan of Moroce@ and 
sold to municipal councillors in excQnge 
for notes.

It was suggested, he went on, that this 
bill could not, and did not, do the things 
it purported to*do, They were re 
the Act by which, according to Irish law— 
the law in force—it would be held that 
Irish citizens were British subjects. How 
was it that this law, if it was the law, came 
to be the law here? He, took it that it 
came through Article 73 of the Constitu- 
tion, but Article 73 of the Constitution 
made it explicit that these laws were laws 
here until they were amended or until 
they were repealed by the Oireachtas. 
Therefore, they were by this Act repealing 
them. 

“ We have the right to do it,' declared 
the President ; “ there is no doubt what- 
ever about it. No Act of the Imperial 
Parliament, as it was called, ‘is’ able to 
bind us if we wish to loose ourselves from 
it. We have full competency to do it, and 
we are-exercising our right by this ome 
ticular section, in which we are repealing 
the British laws in so far as they may be 
deemed or held ever to have been in force 
here,” 


IMPERTINENCE 


Let nobody have any doubt about, it. 
‘‘ British subject ” is no longer, as far 
as our citizens are concerned, a term ap- 

licable to them under Irish law. It may 
ss said that we may be. so regarded 
by the law of another country. It 
is possible, for example, that another 
country—Japan, for instance—may: claim 
that all who are born here were her 
citizens. If the Japanese were foolish 
enough to put such an Act on their Statute 
Book, or to retain such an Act on their 
Statute Book, we could not very well go 
over and compel them to take it off, but, as 
I said before, it would’ be a piece of im- 
pertinence to continue doing. that, and to 
continue retaining it in that particular 
way. I hope that, as far as our people 
are concerned, that piece of impertinence, 
as it would be, will stop.’’ 

Senator Brown apparently did not deny 
our competency to deal with a very wide 
range of matters, but he seemed to think 
that somehow there were one or two direc- 
tions in which our competency was re- 
stricted. He seemd to indicate that the 
preamble to the Statute of Westminster 
somehow or other interfered with the 
general application of the Act. It did not 
do anything of the kind. If they looked 
up and read carefully the reports on which 
that Act were based they would realise 
that the whole discussion that was re- 
corded in these reports took place pre- 
cisely because it was recognised that there 
was to be no limit to the competency, and 
that because there was no limit to the cem- 
petency it was desirable that there should 
be unifSrmity in certam particular matters 
as long as the State continued to remain in 
a monarchial form, that the law relating 
to the Royal style and titles, and the law 
of succession should remain the same in 
all. 


CAPACITY OF KING 


Senator Brown spoke of allegiance as if 
it were some special relation between the 
Monarch and what would be called his 
subjects. That was gone even out of the 
English constitutional theory for some 
hundreds of years. It was realised that in 
British constitutional theory, in so far as 
there was allegiance at all—he was talking 
of British theory—it was to the King in 
some political capacity and not as a 
person. . 

Again, Senator Brown seemed to suggest 
that they had only allegiance to a person 


either. They would find if they read books 
on international Jaw constantly the phrase 
‘allegiance to one’s country” and 
‘* allegiance to a country,” so that Senator 
Brown, if he examined carefully the state- 
ments which he had made, would find that, 
in fact, they were based.on altogether 
shady foundations.

We have 
time after time told the people of Great 
Britain that we are prepared to pledge 
ourselves and use our strength to see that 
this country, as a free country, would be 
no menace to her safety. Time after time 


| we have told her that we are prepared to 


defend our coasts from being used in such 
a way that no foreign enemy would use 
this country as a basis of attack against 
Britain. Evidently she is not prepared to 
take that assurance. She wants that 
assurance by holding these ports. by 
having forces in ssion. . We say that 
she. has no fundamental right to these 
ports, and as long as she holds any 
portion of our country against the will of 
our people, no matter on what plea she 
holds them, so long will there be some- 
thing standing between and preventing 
the good relations and friendship that we 
desire, and that every right-minded per- 
son desires, between the two peoples. 
Why can they not do that? Why not let 
a have our country? We ask nothing 
else. 


THE WAY TO PEACE 


“Tí we have our own country without 
any interference, then it will be very easy, 
indeed, for the two peoples to come 
together ‘and to make arrangements which 
will satisfy the mutual interests of both. 
‘The one thing we should not have was a 
statement such as that made by Senator 
O’Farrell, because, without exaggeration, 
that throws blame on people which 
is genuinely not there. Whenever 
a foreign Power holds a country there will 
always be differences of opinion as to the 
amount of resistance they should put up 
to outside interference. The difference 
between our people in the last ten years 
have not been of their own making. No 
Irishman pretends that they have been so. 
There has been pressure from outside upon 
xa weaker people. The sad part about it 
is ‘that our people, all of them, do not 
realise the one way it should be realised— 
that these differences are almost inevitable. 
and could be exploited by those who did 
not wish well to this country. Our people 
neither hate each other nor hate people 
abroad, as Senator O'Farrell seemed to 
suggest. This country has had a sad 
history. It has been fighting with weak 
forces against stronger forces for many an 
age. The fight has not yet been completed ; 
it will be completed only when every inch 
of the soil of this country is under contro] 
of a Government freely elected by the 
majority of the Irish people. .

INCE the I.R.A.’s proposed interven- 
tion in the tram strike there have 
been two Dail sessions, and at neither 
of them have the doings of the I,R.A. 
been discussed. Yesterday, however, the 
Order Paper gave promise of a sensational 
sitting. 

Firstly, there was an estimate for the 
Army, and, secondly, a provocative private 
motion in the names of Deputies Cosgrave 
and Costello, This motion suggested that 
a judicial tribunal should be set up to 
inquire into a meeting held in Dublin in 
February, 1934, by the LR.A. The pur- 

e of the meeting seemed to be to give 
instruction in the handling of landmines. 
Did the Government or the police know of 
this meeting, and if they did, why were. 
no arrests made? Lastly, had this meet- 
ing anything to do with the explosion 
which took place in Dundalk on the fol- 
lowing day? The motion seemed. suffi- 
ciently comprehensive to include the whole 
field of I.R.AM@mctivity. 


BRIGHTER SOLDIERS 


The Army estimate passed almost with- 
out incident. Deputy Mulcahy asked for 
information about the Army’s position on 
the coming Easter Sunday; Deputy Fitz- 

erald said members of the Volunteer 
force had been assaulted by the I.R.A., 
though they were only attempting to serve 
their country in an honest and useful 
way. He sought to develop this theme, 
but wds quickly reminded by the Chair 
that this was an Army estimate, and 
nothing else. 

Deputy Minch now tried successfully to 
brighten up the proceedings, and, with 
less success, the Army uniform. He sug- 

ested that the “ monotonous’’ brown 
eggings might go, and that military 
bands should play more often. Gay sports 
should be held, even with troops over the 
border, and uniform breeches ought to be 
cut to appeal to young men with imagina- 
tion. 

The Minister for Defence rose to con- 
clude. He said General Mulcahy and 
other deputies would be invited to the 
official celebrations on Easter Sunday. The 
guests said it was the first they had heard 
about it. They did not look very pleased, 
but possibly when they get there they will 
enjoy it more. 

he Minister then denied that the 
pleasantly named Sluagh committees were 
pro-Fianna Fail, and gave it as his opinion 
that iy ae d O‘Higgins was the worst in- 
triguer he had ever known. 


A SOAKING SQUIB 


Now came Deputy Cosgrave’s motion. 
The Government benches were almost 
empty, but many members of the Opposi- 
tion were present. The motion was 
formally introduced and seconded, and 
then Mr. Seamus Murphy, an Independent 
deputy from Dundalk, the scene of the out- 
rage, rose to begin the attack. 

he police had watched the Dublin meet- 
ing through field-glasses, and instruction 
definitely had been given in the use of a 
land-mine. No arrests, however, had been 
made. It seemed to Deputy Murphy that 
life and ay, ars were hopelessly insecure 
in modern Ireland. 

Next the Minister for Justice made a 
short whisper. Very gently arid softly he 
said the police were doing their duty, that 
there was no connection between the meet- 
ing and the subsequent explosion, and that 
no one could be found to give evidence 
before Deputy Cosgrave’s proposed 
tribunal. 

This vital session seemed to be infused 
with the pulsating life of a dead fly.

The first cheque towards repayment of 
the $6,000,000 (£1,200,000) Irish Republic 
Bonds, subscribed fourteen years ago by 
Americans, was handed over here to-day 
by the Irish Free State Minister to the 
United States, Mr. Michael MacWhite. 

In handing over the cheque Mr. Mac- 
White said that the Bonds were sold in 
every State in the Union, in Central and 
South America, and in the Philippines. Re- 
payment would be made at the rate of a 
dollar and a quarter for every dollar put 
up by subscribers who did not participate 
in the distribution of the two and hi 
million dollars of the issue deposited with 
the banks, as ordered by the Courts some 
years ago, following litigation. 

‘* Payment of the onds,” Mr. Mac- 
White added, “ is a matter of legitimate 
pride to every Irishman and to every friend 
of Ireland. They can congratulate them- 
selves that they assisted the birth of a new 
Ireland, whose future promises to be ex- 
ceedingly bright.’’

This country stands, as it has always 
stood, for peace, for collective security, 
and for the limitation of armaments, But 
sie visits that have just been paid, with 
the new knowledge which they have 
brought to us and the better under- 
standing of British intentions which 
they have brought to others, have made 
very clear the impossibility of establish- 
ing an absolutely uniform system all over 
Europe—still less all over the world—and 
at the same time they have emphasised 
the essential difference between a truly 
collective system and a system of armed 
alliances. The danger just now is that 
something may be established in the image 
of collective security, which would inevit- 
ably degenerate into a syste 1 of hostile 
blocs, and an uneasy balance of power. 
This country stands, as a matter of course, 
with thoso nations which are prepared at 
once and wholeheartedly to share its ideas. 
But no British Government can honour- 
ably give up the hope of bringing in those 
others who, for various reasons, local and 
psychological, are not ready to agree 
forthwith to the whole collective system as 
it is understood at present. ‘The réle of 
Great Britain is once more to be a 
mediating and, above all, an educative 
force.

HOUGH Mr. Eden's departure from 
Warsaw last evening was not marked 
by the enthusiastic demonstrations which 
occurred when he left Moscow, it is, 
nevertheless, felt that his visit has been 
definitely a success, says Reuter. 
According to'the official communiqué, it 
was agreed that the exploratory exchanges 
of view with the Polish Ministers “had 


) well fulfilled their purpose.” 


To-day he reaches Prague for the last 
of his talks with European statesmen, 
which are likely to have an important 
bearing upon’ Biitain’s future foreign 
policy, 

He was seen off at the Warsaw station 
by Colonel Beck, the Foreign Minister, 
and other high Polish officials, the British 
Embassy staff and the Czechoslovak 
Minister. Before setting out for the 
station the Lord Privy Seal received visits 
from the Italian, Soviet and French Am- 
bassadors and tie Czechoslovak Minister. 

The official communiqué, issued during 
the day, states :— 

During | the conversations, which 
were cordial in tone, Colonel Beck 
gave Mr. Eden the views of the Polish 
Government upon the matters set 
forth in the London communiqué of 
February órd and on the present inter- 
national situation in general. 

It was agreed that these exchanges 
of view, Which were exploratory in 
character, had well fulfilled their 
purpose. | The desirability of main- 
taining close contact with regard to 
future deyelopments in the European 
situation ‘was emphasised. 


M. LAVAL’S VISIT 


The information gleaned by Pressmen 
has been meagre. Certain proposals have 
been considered, and it is thought that 
further developments may quite possibly 
follow the coming visit to Warsaw of M. 
Laval, the French Foreign Minister. 

The personalfiy of Mr. Eden has made 
a great impression in Polish official 
circles, and many comments were heard 
to the effect that Mr. Eden is regarded 
here as the coming young man in British 
politics. 

Experts associated with Mr. Eden 
appear to be definitely in favour of Great 
Britain’s bearing a share in the re- 
sponsibility for the maintenance of peace 
in Europe.

The rights 
that were secured under the Treaty had been 
broadened: and enlarged until to-day the 
man who led the assault against that liberty 
and stood now as the man who administeted 
it, had revognised, and repeatedly admitted, 
that what was then secured went. much 
farther than he anticipated at the time,. The 
bill, in its major portions, was necessary. 
. Senator .J. T. O'FARRELL asked the 
Chairman how much more irrelevant oratory 
was going to be allowed in this debate, 
The bill was being used for the ringing ot | 
a hymn of hate on the part of people who 
expressed the desire for love and inter- 
national peace. It was, he said, disgraceful 
that, this debate should take place at this 
time. If they wanted to set an example 
of international hate they would have to go 
and examine the relationship between the 
people here at home. Then they could dis- 
cuss the question as to whether they could 
live in brotherhood and peace with other 
nations. 8

Three holders had turned professional since 
last year's championships, and J. Rolland 
(Notts City Police) was unable to make the 
weight for the light-weight division. That 
left hour holders in the “field.” ., 

As in professional boxing, it was the 
heavy-weights who drew most attention. Four 
giants reached the semi-final of the heavy- 
weight division, each of whom. looked as if 
he could hold his own with Carnera. The 
names of these big fellows were:—H. P. 
Floyd, who won the title last year; R. 
Hunter, a Londén policeman: J. W. McNeill. 
of the R,U.C.; and P. G. Mulligan, one of 
the famous fighting Civic Guards of Dublin.

PROGRESS IN SCHOOL 


ACCOMMODATION 
— —-— bé — — 


Mr. T. DERRIG, Minister for Education, 
moving in the Dail yesterday that a sum 
of £108,119 be granted to complete the sum 
necessary for the expenses of the administre- 
tion of the Department of. Education, said 
that since the passing of the last estimates 
there had been considerable progress made 
in all branches of education administered by 
his department. In the primary schools the 
attendance during the year had been the 
highest yet recorded, the increase being most 
noticeable in the higher standards. The 
honour of having the highest percentage 
attendance of Riidven to whom the Act 
applied in any county or county borough fell 
to Cork City, where the figure was 87.9. 

As regards the provision of school accom- 
modation, there had been very definite pro- 
gress, and during the financial year 1933-54 
the sum of £160,000 had been allocated for 
the erection, enlargement and improvement 
of national schools. There was still unfor- 
tunately a large number of insanitary schools. 


DUBLIN PROBLEM 


Some large schools erected in Dublin during 
the year were being constructed on modern 
iines. The question of providing suitable 
accommodation in Dublin soeniahell a yaa 
problem in itself, and its solution would re- 


quire energetic and sustained effort on the 


part of all interested in education. Apart 
trom the development of the city, which 
would need the provision of school accom- 


modation in the newly-built areas, some of 


the schools within the old city boundary 
were now unsuitable, As a result of a special 


survey recently made more than a dozen 


schools or blocks of school buildings had been 
found to be unsuitable in the light of present- 
day standards. The erection of other new 


schools would be begun immediately. 


Schools under the control of women usually 
were cleaner than those under the care of 
men, but even these sometimes were in- 
differently clear. 


TRAINING COLLEGES 

TL had been found necessary to reduce the 
numbers admitted in 1934 to the Catholic 
men’s training colleges because of the surplus 
of trained male teachers, and owing to the 
resultant disparity between the numbers in 
residence nail the ‘licensed’ numbers. A 
reduction of ten per cent. was made in the 
latter figure in the case of these colleges, 
subiect to review at a later period, when 
it was hoped that the present difficulties 
would have adjusted themselves. On the 
other hand, there still continued to be a 
shortage of trained women teachers, : nd as 
the requirements in this respect would be 
increased gradually with the coming into 
operation of the new rule regarding 
ineligibility on marriage of women teachers 
trained after 1034 for continued recognition, 
the Department was particularly anxious 
that the training facilities shonld be ex- 
tended. Various proposals had been under 
consideration, an. the Department was hope- 
ful that a solution shortly would be found. 

The competition for entrance to the pre- 
pdratory colleges operating under the scheme 
that came into operation in 1926.27 had been 
very keen, with the result that four times 
as many candidates qualified as could 
taken into the colleges. 

Progress was reported.
